OUITS NFCUS 

SflVS nfCUS UnPOPULRRITY 
THRÉATÉflS STUDOTT GOV'T

The withdrawl of the University of Montreal from the Nationol Federation of Canadian Univer- 
sity Students was announced in Toronto today, as delegates from 22 universities met for the 18th 
national conference of NFCUS. 

The vice-president of the U of M Students Council was present at the first meeting to clarify 
their stand. He said that the unpopularity of NFCUS on the U of M campus wos such that continued 
membership would endanger the existence of their own student organization. 
He emphnsized that they felt it 



better to support their own stu- 
dents society which was alive nnd 
active, rather than NFCUS, which 
has shown "no proof of mntui ity." 
The U of M statement criticized 
NFCUS for lack of n national po- 
licy, and for too much non-nntion- 
al activity. Short story and other 
such competitions also came under 
particularly heuvy fire, as it was 
felt that these were "luxury 
items" which should not be con- 
sidered until more concrete 
achievements had been made by 
NFCUS. 

The U of M statement drew at- 
tention to the "multiplicity of pro- 
jects" undertaken by last yenr's 
conference, and the lack of 
achievements. A direct levy of 
NFCUS fees from the students, 
rather than collection through stu- 
dent councils, was also recommen- 
ded. 

In closing, the U of M repre- 
sentative pleaded for roncrete re- 



alizations, so thnt we will be able 
to convince the students that 
NFCUS is something." He indi- 
cated that there was no possibility 
of their rejoining NFCUS this 
year, saying that even should the 
conference enact all their recom- 
mendations, membership would 
still be rejected by their council. 
The vote ngainst NFCUS at their 
last meeting, he commented, was 
12 to 1. 

Tony Enriquez, president of 
NFCUS, criticized the move, not- 
ing that he had received little co- 
operation from Montreal in the 
past year. Their Council, indeed, 
had refused to nllow him to speak 
in defence of NFCUS nt their 
meeting and two Quebec vice- 
presidents had resigned before a 
man (also from Montreal) could 
be found to do the job. 

In reply to the Montreal tele- 
gram announcing that Montreal 
would not send any of the five ex- 
pected delegates, Enriquez wired: 



"NFCUS executive shocked by U 
of M decision. Absence of delega- 
tion injures prestige of Montreal 
on national scene. Urge most 
strongly Montreal's official dele- 
gation be present to present ac- 
count of regional vice-presidency. 
It is a question of Montreal's 
honour." 

Also nt the first meeting, dele- 
gates were presented with a brief 
by the national committee of La-

UBC STUDENT COUNCIL 
CENSURES UBYSSEY 



In the October 1 issue of the 
British Columbin University news- 
paper, the Ubyssey, the following 
news article dominnted page one: 
"THESE arc the Fraternities 
whose constitutions still contain 
clauses barring students from 
membership on the basis of reli- 
gion nnd color." 

These words, which appeared in 
bold faced type above the banner, 
have caused enough furor to war- 
rant a steaming two hour debate 
between the UBC Student Council 
nnd the college paper. 

The heated gathering took place 
as a direct result of an announce- 
ment by the Student Council to 
censure the Ubyssey because of its 
"poor taste" in "naming three frn- 
tornities 'with discriminntory 
clauses.' " 

At their intcrnntionnl conven- 
tions Inst summer, two enmpus 
fraternities voted to "remove dis- 
criminntory clauses from their 
constitutions." However, the Ubys- 
sey saw fit to emphasize facts con- 
cerning the three societies which 
hnvc thus fnr retained their con- 
stitutions intact. 



Immediately following the re- 
lease of the censureship, Ubyssey 
editor Peter Sypnowich announced 
thnt he would fight the motion. 

The final outcome of the battle 
is not yet known.

Thomson Stresses 
Effective Handling Of 
Opera Language

"There is no greater pleasure in 
music thnn in hearing one's lan- 
guage intoned properly, and opera 
in English provides the composer 
with full opportunity in handling 
the language. Mr. Virgil Thomson, 
famous contemporary American 
composer elnborated on this theme 
in his speech last night nt Moyse 
Hull. 

The Composer of vocal music he 
said, must be familiar with the 
phonetics of the English language 
nnd must be nware of all the nu- 
ances of cadence, stress nnd ac- 
cent. 

He felt that if this problem of 
the handling of tho English lan- 
guage was resolved, the future of 
opera in English might bo very 
wide. Europe he felt was barren 
in its nbility to compose operas. 
The initiative thus lay with Eng- 
lnnd nnd the States, the composers 
however must be prepared to 
hnndlc the lungunge effectively, 
not only as a medium but also as 
a medium but also as n communi- 
cationally successful vehicle. 

Several good operas (Mcnotti's 
"The Medium", Gershwin's "Porgy 
and Bess", and several of his own) 
hnd already been successful, but 
there were not yet enough to pro- 
vide n full repetoirc for the Eng- 
lish artist. He felt the completion 
of more works of opera in the 
English lnngungo, would bring 
about a period of artistically rich 
opera with the English language 
as its medium. 



CONTROVERSY AT U OF T 



A recenr issue of the University of Toronto 
student publication, The Varsity, contained a 
selection of the liveliest letters to the editor we 
have seen in years. 

Some of them ran as follows : 

"On Monday last, you saw fit to publish a 
letter obviously written by a crank and one who 
despises chastity in the heart of a large majority 
of women on this campus ... I am especially sur- 
prised at the statement he makes in regard to 
what he thinks is the high point of a coed's uni- 
versity career. Only a pervert would have made 
such a wide sweeping statement ... I wish to 
refute that miserable slob's comments. Many wo- 
men attending the school have expressed the 
desire to hang, draw and quarter that poor excuse 
for a man." 

"I presume that the gentleman, who seems to 
have little to do but go a-wooing on the city 
streets, has had some unfavorable experiences 
with a group of coed acquaintances.

Granted, the writer's escapades reek of 
variety, but are they not on a rather superficial 
plane?"

have read so many Joe-College novels and seen so 
many jazzed-up movies that he has been unable 
to face the reality of a Varsity coed when he ar- 
rived on this campus." 

"After reading your article, every female stu- 
dent I met on the campus has caused me to 
wonder — What are her moral standards? Had 
I read this corrupting article several years ago, 
I doubt that I would have enrolled at this parti- 
cular university, for it seems to be the natural 
and accepted thing (by your own words) for 
young girls to experience this degradation of 
morals . . . this article I consider to be the pro- 
duct of an egotistical, cynical, biased male mind." 

That last one is signed "Disgusted, respect- 
able female." 

The letters filled a whole page of The Var- 
sity, under the column heading : "Our Readers 
Write ! . . And Write ... And Write." 

We mention all this because we happen to be 
missing last Monday's Varsity, which apparently 
contains the furore- raising article on Varsity 
girls by "Cavalier of the Streets." 

We appeal to any kind-hearted Varsity reader 
of the Daily to send a copy of the article along 
to us.

THE CREATOR 
IS CRITIC

Virgil Thomson's name is a 
household word to habitual 
readers of New York newspapers 
or close followers of the current 
musical scene, but may be a bit 
vogue to most other Montrealers. 

Certainly his music is seldom if 
ever played around here; very 
little American music is. You may 
recollect his connection with the 
Robert Flaherty film "Louisiana 
Story," or, if you are older, with 
the opera "Four Saints in Three 
Acts." 

However, even though he is one 
of America's leading composera, 
he is best known as the author of 
those brightly readable music criti- 
cisms that have bounced through 
the pages of the New York Herald 
Tribune for the past 14 years. 

It seems unusual to many people 
that a man who spends his spare 
time composing music should earn 
his bread by criticizing other com- 
posers' music, but Mr. Thomson is 
not at all fazed by this anomaly. 

As I put it to him in an inter- 
view yesterday, "Don't you leave 
yourself open?" 

"Open to what?" he fired back. 
"The world of music is not the 
world of international diplomacy." 

International diplomacy was 
conspicuously absent in his first 
Herald Tribune review: "The Phil- 
harmonic Symphonic Society of 
New York opened its 99th season 
last evening in Carnegie Hall. 
There was little that could be 
called festive about the occasion. 
The menu was routine, the playing 
ditto." 

His opinion of the Sibelius se- 
cond symphony, included in the 
"menu" at this concert, made good 
reading: "I realize that there are 
sincere Sibelius-lovers in the 
world, though I must say I've

never met one among, educated 
professional musicians." 

Although a critic himself, he 
freely admits that critics are not 
to be taken too seriously. Contem- 
porary music is his great concern 
— hardly unlikely, since he is a 
contemporary composer. 

"There is more contemporary 
music played at concerts in New 
York than anywhere else," he says. 
"In Europe, there is a reaction 
•against it at concerts, since so 
much of it is played on the radio. 

"Some critics like 'international' 
music, some like music in the ver- 
nacular — but of course we com- 
posers are not working to please 
the critics." 

Self-styled apologists for mo- 
dern music pleading with an often- 
unsympathetic public say that mo- 
dern music must reflect modern 
life. "Then modern music is con- 
fused," shoot back the anti-moder- 
nists. 

"Naturally those who don't un- 
derstand what they are listening 
to will find it confused," said Mr. 
Thomson when I presented this 
viewpoint. "But modern music 
doesn't bother you, does it? No. 
You're young enough to be used 
to It." 

Mr. Thomson recently resigned 
as Herald Tribune music critic, in 
order to devote his full time to 
composition. 

"My resignation mokes no 
change in my life," he told me. "I 
will do as I always did. It gives 
me more time to loaf." 

Mr. Thomson has made no de- 
finite plans regarding his future 
work. 'I would write nnothcr opera 
tomorrow if someone gave me a 
good libretto," he said. 

We hope someone gives him one.

Ian Robertson, skippering for 
McGill in the first raco gained the 
load at the start but lost it to 
Toronto rounding the first buoy. 
The two boats then fought it out 
for the rest of the raco not getting 
more than twenty feet apart. 
Robertson tried a last minute at- 
tack before crossing the finish 
lino but Toronto held him off and 
finished first by a margin of a few 
feet. In the second raco Dave John- 
son sailed for McGill nnd in the 
best boat of the four used came 
first with Toronto second. In the 
third race Toronto had this boat 
and couldn't be beaten. McGill 
again came second. 

The races were held on Lake 
Ontario in Blucnosc sloops which 
handled very well in the heavy 
seas which were running. On the 
three races Toronto was first and 
won the Colonel Grant Trophy; Mc- 
Gill came second, RMC, the host 
club was third, and Queens finished 
last.

voted unanimously not to hear a 
speaker from the LPP in support 
of the brief. 

In the afternoon session, McGill 
and six other untpersities (UBC, 
Dalhousie, UNB, Queen's, Univer- 
sity of Manitoba and Varsity) 
were voted full status and voting 
rights. These were the universities 
who did not pay tho 60 cent fee 
during the last year and by a 
motion of the previous conference, 
they would only have voting rights 
if they were expected to pay the. 
raise in the coming year. HcGill's 
acceptance of tho raise is condi- 
tional on the results of this con- 
ference according to the motion of 
Inst year's Students' Society meet- 
ing. The conference also admitted 
as full members Assumption Col- 
lege (Windsor) and St Francis 
Xavier College (Nova Scotia). 
This brings NFCUS's membership 
to 22 universities, with approxi- 
mately 40,000 students.
